In an unusual move, precise 
results of the Engineering 
Undergraduate Society (EUS) 
elections were sealed in secrecy 
last Friday.

Spokespeople for EUS said 
this action was meant to prevent 
embarrassment for those who 
lost by a large number of votes. 

John Marlowe, who promis- 
ed to "foster a positive image of 
_ Engineers" and "common 
•3 goals" for separate departments 
in the faculty, won the office of 
President. According to EUS 
sources, it was "close. '•* 



Whatever happened to defeated councillors

With rewards like these for 
failure, who wants to win an 
election, anyway? Montreal's 
mayor Jean Drapeau recently 
appointed two former city 
councillors, both his close 
friends, to cushy jobs. 

November 14 last year, both 
Gerry Snyder and Sid Stevens 
lost re-election bids on the Civic 
Party ticket. Now Snyder has a 
$52,000 a year job with the tran- 
sit commission, and Stevens 
heads operation Tandem, a new 
organisation co-ordinating the 
activities of four city crime- 
prevention groups, and. earns 
over $20,000 a year. 

The Montréal Citizens' 
Movement is accusing Drapeau 
of granting . political favours 
which offer little benefit to tax- 
payers, especially with regard to 
Snyder's appointment. 

Snyder,' who was on council 
for a quarter of a century, lost 
the election pardy due to slow 

reactions to citizen complaints 
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about the 165 bus route, discon- 
tinued last year. 

The man knows nothing 
about transportation policy, 
charged MCM councillor Ar- 
nold Bennet in an interview with 
the Daily. 

"He's been a councillor for a 
long time," said Bennet, "but 
not a very representative one. In 
one instance, when stores were 
demolished in his constituency 
to make way for a Métro line 
and the owners asked for his 
help, he told them to get lost. 
The transit commission is 
undemocratic and closed 
enough without him." • 

Bennet noted this was the 
First time a city councillor had 
been "recycled" onto the tran- 
sit commission. 



"I've only been assigned to 
two jobs so far," said' Snyder, 
contacted in his office at the 
Montréal Urban Community 
Transit Commission. "I'm 
working on the pension fund 
committee and working on 
reorganising bus routes." 



"I'm a liason person, not a 
decision-maker," he said. 

The MUCTC's three transit 
commissioners are its most 
powerful administrators. They 
control a huge network of buses 
and metros, and manage a

He proved this by 
saying "we almost had to pay 
for the broomball rink ourselves 
except for their efforts and 
Sadies 2 has been kept open, 
thanks to our good friends." 



Dramatic opposition to bill 111 grows

Last Thursday, roughly 550 
people were admitted without 
charge to Place des Arts' Salle 
Maisbnneuve.

Canada caught in the middle between powers

In a nuclear attack Canada 
would be "the ham in the sand- 
wich" according to McGill pro- 
fessor Don Bates. Bates spoke 
Thursday night to an audience 
of 175 students in Chancellor 
Day Hall's Moot Court. 

The lecture "Nuclear war: 
disarmament, deterrence or 
Apocalypse?" was the first in a 
series of four sponsored by the 
law faculty and several other 
campus groups. 
Bates, a delegate to the Inter- 
£ national Physicians for the 
I Prevention of Nuclear War, 
s presented the theme of the up- 
coming book "Canada in a 
^ Nuclear World." The research 
for the book was done last 



sumer by Bates and "McGill 
Students for peace and disarma- 
ment". 

According to Bates, "There is 
no tarrif barrier against nuclear 
fall-out from the U.S." Bates 
also noted large segments of the 
Canadian population are not 
aware of the numerous Cana- 
dian targets considered 
"strategic" by the Soviet 
Union. These targets would 
probably be destroyed in a 
nuclear confrontation. 

The areas are deemed 
strategic due to Canada's 
military and energy tics, as well 
as geographical proximity to the 
U.S., said Bates. Thus, the 
Soviet Union would have no 
choice but to strike military and 



energy installations in Canada, 
which are located near heavily 
populated areas. All major air- 
ports are targeted as well 
because they are capable of lan- 
ding U.S. B.-l and B-52 nuclear 
payload bombers. 

Canada's nuclear power sta- 
tions, capable of providing 
energy to the U.S.. would be 
bombed along with Hydro 
dams, claims Bates.

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Students' Society 
referendum: 

Up our 
dues?

Students' Society needs a 
membership dues increase lest it 
seriously impair business opera- 
tions or curtail its programm- 
ing. 

This is the gist of a Society 
memorandum prepared by 
President Bruce Williams and 
Vice President Finance David 
Sinyard recently circulated to 
student councillors and club 
leaders. 

Wednesday, students will be 
asked via referendum to ap- 
prove a 30 per cent increase in 
their Students* Society fees. 
Part-'time undergraduate 
students will be asked to accept 
an increase of $2 per semester; 
Law, Dentistry, Medicine and 
Graduate Students S3 and all 
other undergraduate students 
$4.85. 

"Students' Society is at a 
crossroads," reads the internal 
memo. "The current budget 
will break even only by virtue of 
the fact that an Executive Direc- 
tor has no been hired for the 
i current year." • 

The funds budgeted for the 
staffer's, salary were 
reallocated. Thus, if present 
programming activities are 
maintained, the Society foresees 
a deficit "of roughly $40,000 to 
$50,000" next year when it will 
have hired the third member of 
its. managerial staff triumvirate. 

The letter points put the 
Society has received only two 
dues increases since 1964. 
Average semestrial dues were 
raised by $2.50 in 1977 and by $4 
in the spring of 1980. Inflation 
since then, it notes, would by 
itself justify a 36 per cent in- 
crease. 

"Being a non-profit oriented 
association, it is difficult (for 
the Society) to accumulate cash 
reserves.. .to meet the growing 
needs and demands of its 
members," states the memo. In 
the past,, revenues generated 
from business operations helped 
to solve the cash-flow problem, 
"but we have reached a point 
where our present operations 
will not be able to meet future 
financial cash (sic) needs." 
^ "Over the last couple of 
years, the Society has witnessed 
a tremendous increase in de- 
mand for its services," and has 
fulfilled its obligations "during 
an inflation-ridden period 
without any increases in .dues 
students pay," the memo con- 
tinues. 

"However, at this juncture, 
upon review of the financial 
position of the Students' Socie- 
ty, the only solution to provide 
and maintain current levels of 
programming and servicing is to 
promote .a successful fee in- 
crease in the March 9th elec- 
tions," the letter states.

For the past three years 
Students' Council has voted 
unanimously in favour of 
divestment, and the Yes com- 
mittee feel they have the sup- 
port of many students. A pro- 
divestment petition was signed 
by 3,000 students three years 
ago. 

The No Committee is also op- 
posed to Apartheid. 

"It is important for people to 
realise a vote against divestment 
is not a vote for Apartheid," 
said representative Greg Gib- 
bons. 

In the event of a "No" deci- 
sion, he would like to see the 
South Africa Committees ef- 
forts redirected in a campaign 
to educate "the common peo- 
ple" concerning alternatives to 
divestment, as well as the South 
African situation. He said the 
committee could examine in 
depth how these companies 
operate, and how McGill as a 
stock holder could bring about 
internal change. 

Both committees have posters 
up on campus, and both will be 
available in the Union Building 
lobby today, distributing infor- 
mation, and answering ques- 
tions.

This week McGill students 
will be voting on whether they 
want to join an established 
organisation in the Québec stu- 
dent movement. 

The Students' Council 
referendum question asks voters 
if they want to join the Associa- 
tion Nationale des Etudiant(e)s 
du Québec (ANEQ) for a pro- 
bationary period of one year. 
The ballot will also stipulate 
McGill fees for that year will 
not exceed $5,000. 

The referendum is not bin- 
ding on the Students' Society, 
but Students' Society Vice- 
President Benjie Trister said 
Council will abide by students' 
decision. 

"The first thing we want to 
do when we join ANEQ is to 
form a university caucus so 
university issues aren't being 
handled only by CEGEPs," he 
said. 

Trister said although McGill 
will only be a probationary 
member if the referendum 
passes, the university will have 
full voting rights. 

"There will be no difference 
in our representation and voting 
power. We will just have to pay 



lower fees than we otherwise 
would," he said. 

Under ANEQ's current fee 
structure, member universities 
and colleges must pay an annual 
fee of $1 per student. McGill 
would have to pay more than 
$18,000 to be a full-standing 
member in the organisation. 

"But the fee structure will 
probably change. There is a new 
proposal to establish fee ceilings 
of $10,000 for all schools. That 
means McGill would pay the 
highest rate," said Trister. 

Students' Council recently 
passed a motion saying McGill 
would pay no more than $5,000 
to join the organisation. Accor- 
ding to Trister, ANEQ will ac- 
cept those terms if McGill 
becomes a probationary 
member. 

Students' Council is the 
"yes" committee for the ANEQ 
referendum. There is no "no" 
committee. 

Concordia University is also 
holding a referendum this 
month to decide if it will join 
ANEQ. 

Neither McGill nor Concor- 
dia have been members of any 
provincial student association 
since last fall. 
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Two days in the 
year for politics 



Politics was a dirty word in the Students' Society offices this year. However, a 
few special dirty words have been uttered by Students' Society probing for 
response in the form of référendums to decide Society policy on specific issues: 

South African Divestment 
The fact that a large part of the student population is at least in favour of 
divestment (the South Africa Committee collected more than 3,000 student 
signatures last year demanding that the Board of Governors divest) suggests what 
has to be proven by this vote is not that students want divestment but that they 
don't want it. 

Opposition to divestment is based principally on two arguments usually from 
two points of view: 

1 ) M embers of the Board of Governors argue consistently that a small minority in 
the McGill community wants divestment. 

2)The one person student "no" committee suggests divestment is a feeble in- 
significant attack on apartheid and simply a local way of purging guilty liberal 
consciences. 

The "no" committee doesn't address the large body of evidence which has led 
to and now fuels the divestment campaign. A majority of world churches has 
clearly stated foreign investment in South Africa is not a "liberalising force" and 
reducing the commerce that props up the apartheid régime reduces the power of 
the South African state to oppress the blacks. The South African government has 
repeatedly stated foreign investments are a key to their political survival. 

The argument that divestment would be a purely symbolic act because South 
Africa wouldn't miss any money McGill could pull out is feeble. If McGill has no 
sway in Canada, perhaps we should significantly downgrade our ideas about 
what the country's "institutions for higher learning" are for. 

Since, in the eyes of the administration, Students' Society is the official 
representative of all McGill students, a clear vote in favour of divestment will 
make it more embarrassing for the governors to delay. For all the "no" commit- 
tee's claims, a "no" vote will be seen as a vote against any action on McGill's ties 
with South Africa. 

Cruise Missile 

Most of the rhetoric supporting Cruise.testing in Canada is identical to that of 
thé arms race — 'deterence' — that developing the Cruise missile is just part of 
maintaining this side of the global nuclear equilibrium. 

In fact the Cruise represents a new development in the idiocy of the arms race. 
As a first strike weapon it negates the supposed justification of a NATO 
'response' to SS20s. 

The Europeans don't want the cruise, but the Americans claim they only pro- 
duced it to keep the Europeans satisfied. 

Our government claims to be committed to disarmament and claims a policy of 
non-involvement in nuclear weapons. Canadians have been betrayed by the 
government's granting permission for the testing. , 

Vote against the testing of. the cruise and vote for a nuclear freeze. 

ANEQ 

Finally McGill students are being given the chance to vote on our affiliation to 
a student organisation. We used to waste our money on a small University-only 
group called RAEU. 

ANEQ is the largest possiblity we have. With McGill's membership and, 
hopefully, Concordia's as well, we will have a united student movement that can 
start to bring Québec* s students together. Maybe we'll be able to see students ef- 
fectively oppose government funding cutbacks and educational policies — 
McGill's membership will certainly help make ANEQ a viable organisation. 

> ' Students' Society fee increase 

The Students' Society is asking for an' incredible fee hike, so high they have 
divided the increase into semesters so that it seems smaller. 

The Students' Society is in financial shambles — supposedly money-making 
operations are racking up debts — vending and catering operations have been ex- 
panded without regard for the overall solvency of the organisation and student 
money has been squandered on public relations and 'image' projects. 

So you shouldn't vote for the fee increase? The problem is if we vote against 
the increase there will be a massive financial crisis in the association next year and 
cuts will have to be made. Like this year the cuts will not be made in the high 
salaries of the full time managers, the costly newsletter or business operations — 
they will be made at the expense of the only useful activities of the assocaition — 
the clubs' and interest groups.

Naylor Interview part two: 



International debts

Recent press reports indicate a degree 
of desperation on the part of govern- 
ments and international lending institu- 
tions to ease the debt burden on third 
world countries which are presently 
unable to repay outstanding loans. 

The IMF has increased its lending 
capabilities and pressure is on the US 
Federal Reserve Board (The Fed) to ease 
its monetary policy and bring down high 
interest rates. 

In this, part two of an interview with 
McGill economist Tom Naylor on inter- 
national debt servicing, we continue to 
discuss the economic and political conse- 
quences of a precarious international 
debt situation. 

In part one, (Daily, Febi 7) wefocuss- 
ed mainly on the IMF and the World 
Bank and their ability to help ease the 
pressure on debtor nations. In part two 
we discuss the political implications of 
the debt situation, and briefly examine 
Canada's role in world banking. 

Daily: The essential elements of IMF 
"economic stabilization" programmes 
are domestic fiscal restraints. Could this 
not lead to political unrest? And is there 
evidence that the austerity measures may 
be based on political factors? 
Naylor: Well first of all, they are not 
politically motivated but they have a 
political dimension. But the IMF 
technocrats will assure you that they are 
just being technocrats. The politics is 
implicit in the model rather than ex- 
plicit. And without hypocracy these peo- 
ple will reassure you that they are in 
their own minds acting in an objective 
way. They arc not. As I say, the models 
they are applying are very Friedmanite, 
which is cut through with political 
assumptions. But economics is struc- 
tured in such a way to ignore that: There 
are horrendous examples of the political 
consequences since time in memorial. 
Everytime an IMF austerity programme 
comes along, if it really starts to bite, 
there is political tension. There is a wave 
of repression, there is usually a military 
government in one from or another 
behind it. And it's absolutely necessary 
because what the IMF demands is cut- 
backs in" public sector spending taking 
particular aim at subsidies to basic com- 
modities: wheat, rice and cooking oil, as 
well as fuel oil. And those impinge 
directly on the living standards of people 
who are already destitute and surviving 
simply by virtue of state subsidies. 
Daily: How much political power does 
the U.S. have in light of its voting and 
veto power with regards to IMF lending? 
Naylor: The veto power is over major 
policy decisions; they can't veto in- 
dividual loans. They control twenty per- 
cent of the vote but to get a majority of 
the votes they need a few people to line 
up with them. For example, when South 
Africa got its recent 1.1 billion dollar 
loan the United States had to line up 
with West Germany and Britain and a 
few others to get the majority to muscle 
the loans through in the face of un- 



precedented opposition. Now where the 
United States will increase its political 
power is in the operation of the new 
emergency fund.Jt'j operating via not 
the IMF directly but indirectly through 
something called the General 
Agreements to Borrow, which is sort of 
a grand, consortium operation by the ten 
major industrial countries. That will 
maximize the amount of direct 
American influence on loans, on a case 



Naylor: I would say it is not an extreme 
statement to suggest, if the international 
banking system collapses, the Canadian 
banks will lead the collapse. They arc 
among the weaker participants in the 
market, they have a higher percentage of 
their assets exposed in sovereign lending, 
and they are also run by management 
who in light of the recent challenge they 
Tace have not exhibited exceptional com- 
petence. 

Dally: In your opinion, has the popular 
press devoted adequate attention to the 
issues we've discussed? In other words, 
are they informing the public as a 
responsible medium should? 

Naylor: There are two different points 
involved here. The first is that there is an 
element of a conspiracy of silence in the 
established press because banking is a 




by case basis, which is a power they 
don't have right now. 
Dally: Doesn't the possibility of creating 
political unrest inhibit the objective of 
repayment? ' . 

Naylor: Precisely. Because any sensible 
government, or reform minded group 
taking power will understand that it was 
the austerity programme imposed on the 
country to force repayment of the loan 
that generated the deterioration of the 
economic and social climate that 
brought them the power. The extremely 
popular first measure is to declare a 
moratorium and possibly a unilateral 
scaling down of the level of debt. Now in 
some cases the countries are extremely 
careful of that. For example, Nicaragua 
was very careful to declare it was 
honouring all the debt except that which 
is associated with arms and directly in- 
volved with keeping Somoza in power in 
the last days of his regime. But others 
may not be so anxious to please. The re- 
cent effort under way by the World 
Bank to create a multi-lateral investment 
insurance corporation that will involve 
insuring some of these loans in the 
future against political risk. There are 
such things operated on a national basis 
but they arc not very good and they 
don't really apply to consortium len- 
ding. This with the attempt to create on 
a multi-national basis, an insurance 
facility. 

But the question is who's ultimately 
behind it and ultimately who pays for it. 
And whether a series of politically 
motiviated defaults do take place; 
whether or not we get the central banks 
simply. monetizing the debt in one way 
or another. 

Daily: What part does Canada play in 
world banking affairs? 



confidence game. If you put scare stories 
in the press then you set off the 
deterioration of confidence which pro- 
duces exactly the disaster thay you are 
talking about in the press stories. 
Secondly, in Canada in particular, the 
press is extremely inept. It's really a hick 
press. They are extremely mediocre 
when it comes to reporting international 
events and they have a perish view of 



Canada's position in the world. They 
don't understand its vulnerability. They 
don't understand that it can be easily 
buffeted by the fluctuation of world 
events. That may be so in the case of the 
press, but that doesn't mean individual 
reporters. There are some very good 
ones. There a couple of very good ones 
in The Globe and Mail, for example, but 
the newspapers as a whole are mediocre. 
There is a balance you can strike in news 
reporting, you can tell the truth but at 
the same time make it clear that the sky 
is not necessarily falling on the heads of 
widows and orphans. Obviously there is 
deposit insurance — now $60,000 for a 
bank account. 1 mean the average man 
on the street is reasonably well protected 
in terms of his personal savings. 

Of course this may be turned into 
Central Bank cash if the hyper-inflation 
scenario takes place and would be utter- 
ly worthless. Put it this way, if the banks 
come crashing down, there won't be 
anything for any of us anyway so why 
worry about it. Under those cir- 
cumstances, why don't they just tell the 
truth? 

Daily: Finally, on a more philosophical 
note, in view of the current world situa- 
tion, politically and economically, how 
do you view the future? Is the world fall- 
ing apart? 

Naylor: Well, the world is certainly get- 
ting very frayed at the corners if it's not 
actually disintegrating in the centre. 
Disintegration in the centre may well 
come but I wouldn't make any prognosis 
of inevitibility. But nonetheless, it is cer- 
tainly fair to say that the stresses and . 
strains have never been as great in my 
memory. These stresses and strains are 
on all plains, they're fianacial, they're 
social, they're political, all interacting 
which is something economists with 
their usual mumbo-jumbo don't seem to 
understand. As you sit in this kind of 
place and watch the world unfold on a 
day by day basis you get a remarkably 
different point of view than you would 
sitting in an ivory tower, like McGill.

The letter you published on February 28lh 
by Sonia Avakian represents an unwar- 
ranted attack on both Prolessor llya Gerol 
and the two organizations that sponsored 
his lecture, the Political Science Students' 
Association and the Hillel Students Society. 
His views have been distorted both by this 



newspaper and the aforementioned letter 
that purports to inform students ol his 
"Zionist Imperialist" bias. 

lirstly. Professor Gerol concentrated on 
the human rights issue (not the Middle East) 
and admonished the West lor not taking a 
more active interest in placing pressure on 
the USSR. Unlike your report ol February 
17, he did not criticize the Western Human 
Rights movement for emphaslzlg the Carib- 
bean or Latin America. In fact, he did fust 
the opposite. He maintained that the human 
rights issue should be the priority ol 
Western concern, but that Ihe real threat lay 
not just in Latin America or South Africa. 
The true threat, he argued, was to be found 
In current Soviet practices. 

Professor Jerol did refer lo Soviet Jews in 
his discussion, which Is not at all surprising 
given that Ihe topic of the lecture was 
"Human Rights In the USSR today". II is 
objectionable, however, to immediately con- 
clude that he was, as Ms. Avakian puts it. 
"obsessed with the Russian Jews." His 
.reference to them was as a clear example ot 
Soviet repression (and one should hope that 
antl-semitism slill deserves criticism Irom 
Ms. Avakian's perspective) to which he ad- 
ded a detailed exploration ol other Soviet 
practices with regard to political dissent and 
religious freedom. 

Finally, the relerence to "Zionist Im- 
perialism" and the "Begln-Sharon 
Gestapo" is both baffling abd disturbing. 
Prolessor Gerol did not discuss the Middle 
East Conflict, the Lebanese War. or Israeli 
politics in any form. Ms. Avakian's com- 
' menls stem more from an attempt to engage 
in rhetoric than substance. The Political 
Science Students' Association attempts to 
bring in speakers on a wide variety ol issues 
and Irom dilferent points of view (note our 
discussion with the Soviet Vice-Consul in 
October 1962) so as to better inform 
students on contemporary political issues. 
This Is the first Instance I have seen where 
both the Daly and a corresponding student 
have denounced a speaker lor simply defen- 
ding persecuted people and human rights at 
large.

Disarmament and the Cruise; 
a Discussion 



The nuclear issue Is highly charged with emotion, and rightly so. The consequences of nuclear 
holocaust are too horrible to contemplate. Fear, anger, and disgust well up in each of us when we 
think of the possibility of nuclear war. Yet out of this muddle of conflicting emotions decisions 
must be made. They must be based on fact and coalesced though reasoned argument and discus- 
sion. One must be on guard against the pseudo-truths of rhetoric. They must be recognized and 
discarded from the collection of fads and arguments prior to coming to a decision. 

In this issue, the shroud of rhetoric begins with the referendum questions proposed by the Yes 
Committee and subsequently adopted by the Students' Council. The first question addresses the 
issue; (paraphrased) should Canada disallow the flight testing of the Cruise missile in Canada? 
The second question is a rhetorical gimmick. No one in his right mind is going to be against the 
goal of disarmament. A 'yes' to this question does not rule out a 'no' to the first. 

Despite emotional pleas to the contrary, supporting the goal of disarmament is compatible with 
supporting the flight testing of the cruise missile — if you accept the premise that disarmament 
must be verifiable and mutual. The Soviet Government has refused to allow on-site verification, 
thereby precluding an agreement. It is Canadian policy to encourage negotiated disarmament. It is 
not policy to unilaterally disarm. 

The Yes Committee tells us that the cruise missile is a first strike weapon. They say its extreme 
accuracy and stealth would allow it to destroy Soviet missiles in their silos. Due to their sub-sonic 
speed, cruise missiles would take a considerably long time to reach their targets; ample time for the 
Soviets to realize they were being attacked. When the missiles finally arrived, they would destroy 
empty silos. 

> So what, then, is the role of the cruise missile? The air-launch cruise is a second strike weapon 
designed to be used when a nuclear exchange has already occurred. The ground-launch cruise is 
designed to destroy Soviet rear echelon war material after a massive Soviet conventional attack has 
been mounted' against, and, threatens to over-run Western Europe. In both the strategic and 
theatre role, the cruise ira retaliatory, not a first strike weapon. 

Much has been made of the fact that NATO has refused to pledge for 'No first use of nuclear 
arms.' Many people fear that this implies a possible NATO pre-emptive strike. This is not the case. 
NATO conventional defences are insufficent to withstand a prolonged Soviet armoured advance. 
To deter a conventional attack NATO must have the Soviets believe they will not hesitate to go 
nuclear to prevent the subjugation of Western Europe. 

The real world we live in is, unfortunately, a dangerous place. We must not, however, allow fear 
to cloud our judgement. Through negotiation in good faith and with the resolve of public opinion 
not to make concessions unless similar concessions are forthcoming from the Soviets, perhaps one 
day the words of Robert Burns will come to pass. 
"It 's coming yet for a' that. 

That man to man the world o 'er shall brother be for a' that. "

dent Society South Africa Committee's campaign for the divestment of McGill University funds 
from Canadian banks and companies linked to South Africa. > 

And the student body has supported it too: last year, in less than two weeks. 3 1 SO students sign- 
ed a petition caling on the administration to divest; as well, clubs and numerous faculty associa- 
tions have withdrawn their budgets from banks that loan to the white minority regime and its state 
agencies. 

We are not alone: Dawson College, the Canadian Labour Congress, the City of Toronto in 
Canada, the Massachusetts state assembly and more than 20 major colleges in the US, Hull Univ. 
and the Greater London Council in the UK, the city of Utrecht in the Netherlands, the World 
Council of Churches in Geneva, are but a few examples of a growing movement. 

They know that every loan, every investment is, in the words of J.B. Vorster, former P.M. of 
the white supremacist government of South Arrica, but "another brick in the wall of apartheid". 
They have realized divestment is one of the most effective means of demonstrating the world com- 
munity's continuing condemnation of the universally abhorrent system of racial domination on 
which the South African state and economic order are based. 

Most people already know something about the reality of daily brutalization and police terror 
faced by the Black majority of South Africa. They are 87% of the population, yet they cannot 
vote, nor own land outside of designated "homelands" defined arbitrarily by the white minority 
government. Not surprisingly, "homelands" comprise only 13% of the land surface, most of it 
unproductive, barren and increasingly overcrowded as the government continues to forcefully 
dump the aged, the sick, the economically marginal and the politically undesirable there. 

Most of us have no doubt heard a bit about South Africa's law system that denies the Black ma- 
jority access to the health, education and job opportunities offered to the white minority; about 
the reservation of well-paying, specialized jobs for whites alone; about the mass poverty of the 
Black majority, whose role in the elaborately designed system is to serve as cheap labour; about 
the total ban of all Black political movements and parlies; about the official policy of torture and 
"disappearances" of Black dissidents; about the never-ending bombardments of Black refugee 
camps in surrounding countries; about the police massacre of more than 1000 teenagers in the 
Soweto ghetto school protests or June 1976. • 

The system has a name: APARTHEID. . , ; „, i 

It means: total political disenfranchisemcnt and economic dispossession or the Black majority m 

their own country. . .-, . , -. . .. .t* 

And it has allies: corporate investors like the Royal Bank and Alcan (whose presidents sit on the 
Board or Governors). For years they have been profiting from a "stable investment climate 
bought at the price or misery and bloodshed. They pay taxes to the apartheid state; they respect its 
explicitly racist legislation; they often have lucrative contracts with state agencies, like the Har- 
bours and Railway Commission, which is in charge or bulldozing "undesirable Black shan- 
tytowns in "white" areas and duping the penniless victims in the desert "homelands , or IbCOK. 
whose steel and metal products go into the weapons used in attacks on rcfiigcc camps. They call n 
"constructive engagement" and "change from within the system". Most people would call it com- 
plicity In repression. . . „ - . r 
Divesting McGill funds obviously won't change apartheid. The growing resistance movement or 
Black student associations, churches, unions and liberation groups, which have repeatedly called 
on people in the West to divest, will change apartheid. - „„,.„!.„.., 
But our gesture will be a clear statement of support for their fight for equality. And through our 
contacts in Arrica. we will make sure they find out McGill students stand behind them.

INSTEAD OF DIVESTITURE 
by Jeffrey P. Trout 

Divestiture is a moral and symbolic issue - 
and it is precisely in those two areas that the 
idea is fatally flawed. We are told that, were 
Williams to sell its shares or stock in companies 
that do business in South Africa, we would rid 
ourselves or complicity in the heinous sin or 
apartheid. Moreover, proponents or divestiture 
suggest, we would strike a symbolic blow 
against Pretoria's racial oppression. Both of 
these arguments are just plain wrong. 

Symbolically, divestiture is weak and purile. 
It is an attempt to shun responsibility, to pre- 
tend that with one relatively easy gesture we 
can cut the complex economic bonds that tie 
our nation to South Africa. The message we 
send to Pretoria is: "Sin all you want — but 
just don't involve us in it." This is a result un- 
worthy or the erforts made by WAAC 
(Williams Anti-Apartheid Committee) and 
others. 

But my main objection is moral — for 
divestiture incites others to commit the 'crime 
that we profcss to deplore. Williams would sell 
its stock to someone, and that someone would 
sin in our place. Would such an action clean 
our hands? 1 believe that it would deepen our 
guilt and make the crime active instead or 
passive. Were the Trustees publicly to burn the 
College's apartheid-tainted slock. I would ap- 



plaud — and would be willing to give more 
money, to help replace the financial loss. But 
divestiture, the modem-day policy of Pontius 
Pilate, I have no praise. 

Instead of divestiture, opponents or apar- 
theid should be working for a national 
economic and political boycott or South 
Africa, on every level, by thé United States. 
Such a boycott helped bring black majority 
rule to Zimbabwe; why not try it here? To 
those who question whether we can bring about 
such a change in national policy, I would point 
to the success or the nuclear freeze movement. 
In the last year, the anti-nuclear groups have 
won referenda in eight states and have gained 
the adherence or most or the Democratic can- 
didates for the presidency.' HERE is a goal 
worthy or working for, fighting for, even going 
hungry for (three students went on a hunger 
strike in January to protest the Trustee's lack 
of action in divestment): let opponents of apar- 
theid organize nationwide and move the 
political system, as the freeze people have. 
Many or us who are nonplussed by divestiture 
would join in THAT struggle.... 

Divestiture is politically futile, as it has no 
effect on South Africa and only serves to con- 
centrate power more firmly in the hands of the 
cynical. Morally it is immature and, in the final 
analysis, sinfol. We can do much better than 
that surely.

Since 1975, It has expanded its program to include fighting cutbacks in education reform pro- 
jects, differential fees for foreign students, sexism, compulsory civil service for students, repres- 
sion of student associations and a host of other student issues.

WHY THE REFERENDUM 

This year, a committee of the McGill Students' Council recommended that McGill withdraw from 
the Regroupement des Associations Etudiantes Universitaires (RAEU), and begin negotiations 
with provincial student unions to determine which one was best suited for McGill's goals. The Ex- 
ternal Affairs Advisory Committee has since recommended to Students' Council that a referen- 
dum be held on membership in ANEQ. The Committee found that ANEQ was the only provincial 
student union which was open-minded and willing to accept changes in their structures to accom- 
modate new members. RAEU, on the other hand, seems to be less concerned about the need for 
unity among Quebec student associations. RAEU refused to attend a recent confer en ceof student 
associations, which was called to try to reach consensus on Important issues. 

WHY ANEQ? 

Through our contact with ANEQ and its members, we have found them to be a group of concern- 
ed, active, cooperative, democratic and vocal defenders of student rights and interests. The Con- 
cordia University Student Association has come to the same conclusion and is holding an ANEQ- 
referendum at the same time as McGill. External Affairs representatives from both associations 
believe many Anglophone colleges will follow in our wake. We believe the rights of Anglophone 
students can best be protected by working hand-in-hand with our Francophone peers. Our isola- 
tion from the Quebec student movement will only serve to add credence to the propaganda about 
the "elitism" and "isolation" of the Anglophone minority. 

WHY PROBATIONARY MEMBERSHIP? 

Currently. ANEQ's structure does not allow for a university caucus. This means that the sixteen 
CEGEPs ran carry a majority vote on issues relating to universities. It has always been the position 
of the Students' Society that University associations should be the only institutions allowed to vote 
on resolutions conccring universities. As a probationary member, McGill will try to change 



ANEQ's structure from within, to allow for a university caucus. If we fall in our attempt, we can 
then withdraw. However, there is no reason to believe that we will. Last year, the ANEQ Congress 
overwhelmingly supported the idea of forming a university caucus within ANEQ.

Stevens, contacted in his of- 
fice in Baron Byng high school 
on St. Urbain, said he was ap- 
pointed as "a resource person" 
to co-ordinate the city's crime 
prevention.

funnells them to the police 
department. He also organises 
seminars and assesses people for 
jobs in the group. 

He said the group has had 
considerable success in limiting 
the number of purse-snatching 
in the part of Montréal within 
Sun Youth's jurisdiction. 

Why was he appointed? "Sun 
Youth is the oldest," he said. 
"I've been working with the 
police for over four years. I 
went to Washington, as well, 
and studied "under the FBI." 

Because of Sun Youth's suc- 
cess, Stevens said, "I could see 
thé programme spinning off all 
over Montréal. It is an educa- 
tional type of process: satura- 
tion of information, constant 
refreshing of information, go- 
ing back to the same group of 
people a few times and speaking 
1 on the same topic. People have 
a tendacy of forgetting," he 
said. 

By attacking Stevens' ap- 
pointment, the opposition is. 
"just doing its job," said 
Marcel Chouinard, a public 
relations officer at city hall. 

Bennet, however, insisted, 
"Stevens is being payed for a 
conflict of interest. His 
organisation is watch-dogging 
itself."

Media aid key in U.S. gambling

Manipulations in the media? No way, 
you .say? As organised -crime affects 
every operation of big time sports, so 
too, does it have its hand in the func- 
tions of the media. Television, radio and 
newspapers cater to the whims and 
wishes of the underworld gambling syn- 
dicate. 

The easiest form of manipulation to 
identify is television gimmickry of the 
pre-game show. CBS pulled a coup in 
pioneering the idea of handicapping the 
games for the viewers. They hired Jim- 
my "The Greek" Snyder of bookmak-' 
ing fame. They plucked him from the 
cold interieor of the Vegas casinos where 
he gained his reputation, to put .him in 
front of the cameras. Previously, he had 
been supboenaed to appear before a 
grand jury on gambling charges. He was 
later given a Presidential pardon. 

Cramped between the "Super Hype" 
Mussbergcr and the not-so-gorgeous 
George, the Greek sucked in viewers in 
more ways than one. He never actually 
predicted who was going to beat the 
spread and he never admitted to actually 
establishing the spreads — but that did 
riot hit home with the viewers. The 
Greek for the most part rested on his 
aurels of a solid reputation (sic) of be- 
in the business for two-thirds of his 

ife. 

His wins were reported with volume 
and his losses occasionally mentioned. 
His record on the surface was quite 
good. A scratching of the surface, 
however, would reveal the hidden truth 
to his wagering statistics: The Greek 
would win the obscure non-televised 
games, but the nationally televised ones 
unceasingly baffled him. 

Television games bring in 600 per cent 
more action than do non-televised 
games. With this in mind it is easy to see 
the logic behind calling the right shot in 
the obscure action and missing the 
others. 

Many times he would not actually call 
a team to win, saying it was too close to 
call. He would then proceed to offer in- 
formation leading the viewer to draw his 
own conclusions about who would win 
that day. 

Snyder "the Greek" knew why people 
gamble. No sports fan can sit in front of 
the tube for three hours without a vested 
interest in the outcome. He learned to 
manipulate people's minds to get the 
public to back one team or another. 



NBC was quick to follow the format 
-of hiring a handicapper to salvage 
whatever market was left over. They of- 
fered a different image of the man with 
the picks. Pete what's-his-name was an 
average man out for a good time and, 
maybe, to win a little. Here was a fun 
loving guy willing to take a chancel He 
wasn't telling you to bet the house on his
